JUDGE DAY SPEAKS 


The Ex-Secretary Talks of the 
Work of the Peace Com­ 
mission at Paris.

Canton, O., Jan. 8.—Judge William 
R. Day, president of the peace coni mis­ 
sion at Paris and late secretary of state, 
received a welcome home last evening 
which took the form of a banquet at the 
Barnett House given by the Stark Coun­ 
ty Bar association. 
Hon. W. A. Lynch, who was Judge 
Day’* law partner in their younger days, 
w u maut - r of the oansnoaic*. 
Judge 
Gaargv E. Baldwin, one of the okie** 
practitioner* at the local liar and a vary 
intimate friend of the guest of boner, 
delivered the welcoming address to 
which Judge Day responded. Judge 
Day paid a high tribute to the legal 
fraternity of Stark county, clou ag with 
an eloquent reference to President Mc­ 
Kinley, a member of the association, 
and reciting his devotion to the country 
during the war aud the incidents lead­ 
ing thereto. 
He then spoke as follows 
of the matters which took himself and 
colleague* to Paris: 
“ If I were called upon to Mate the 
moat gratifying circumstant** of oar for­ 
eign relations duriug the war, it would 
be found in the informal, cordial and 
hearty friendship of the English nation 
before and during the struggle. Ob­ 
serving the obligations of neutrality and 
never stepping outside the requirements 
of international law, we had the sym­ 
pathy and good will of that great power. 
I don't believe either nation seeks or 
would he benefitted by a formal alliance 
“ Nevertheless, the existence of cordial 
relations between people, kindred by 
blood, speaking the same language and 
having the same ideal* of civil liberty 
and good government, is a fact that the 
potency of which can hardly be over­ 
estimated. 
I have beau asked about the 
work of the coin luiaeiouers viewed from 
a lawyer* standpoint. I think I may 
say something to you about it. 
“Chi the lith of Angust the protocol 
of Washington wa* executed. It may 
be said to have been the preliminary 
contract whose final execution wa* to 
be embodied in the treaty. 
“ A* to Cuba, Porto Rico, minor West 
Indian islands and an island in the La­ 
dron*, it was capable of execution by a 
simple deed of cession as to these island* 
except Cuba where final relinquishment 
at Spanish sovereignty was required. 
“ A* to the PhiltpptS’ islands their 
dispott boa, government and control wa* 
left for final determination in the treaty. 
I have often I won aahed bow it vra> 
possible to make program in a commis­ 
sion having equal repro m utation from 
the two nation*. 
“ Whilst this fact did not pro*vent the 
fullest disruauou, the United States, 
having made all the concession- which 
it believed just aud fair, wa> obliged to 
insist that it* terms bo accepted. The 
publication* of the prone* d.ngs will 
show that nothing eau I*- further from 
the truth than to assume that the United 
States adopted toward Spain a policy ut 
‘stand and deliver. ’ 
“Til* American enmrmi**iancrs hepni 
with respect and endeavored to auswt*. 
with firmness every proposition ad 
vaucod by the Spanish ouuuuiK*.oa. Poi 
better, for worse, the work of the com- 
mission* rs is done. 
“It c&uuot be a matter of regret to 
any American that the ri*iug sun of the 
new year beholds the ensign of our gk>r 
iou* republic floating from the walls Of 
Morro, where for so many years the 
royal banner at Spain has looked down

ceipt* each week to Havana. Compli­ 
ance with such instructions would in­ 
volve the abandon rn*-ut of many neces­ 
sary pnblic improvements, especially in 
the matter of roads and water works. 
Since the American occupation began 
these funds have been used for such 
purposes, and have bean the principal 
means of meeting the necessary expedi- 
tnres. The Heraldo say* that to carry 
out this order w< mid throw 10,000 Cu­ 
bans out of employment, most of whom 
would probably take to the hills and be­ 
come bandits, hading no other resource. 
Robert T. Mason, British consul at 
Santiago, says it was Spam’s practice of 
monetary cent nil lxatiou which caused 
most of her trouble* in Cuba. 
General Leonard Wood, United St ites 
military governor of the department, 
on being asked to express au opinion re­ 
specting the order, dee-lined to be inter­ 
viewed, but it is reported that, without 
offering any criticism of the policy 
which dictates the ruder, he has shown 
his annoyance at the possibility of a 
stop being put to the good work being 
done in the province. The local taxa­ 
tion fund is barely -allicient to meet the 
expenses of the city. There is nothing 
over for import ant improvements; and 
the customs receipt* are considered by 
competent judge- to be absolutely neces­ 
sary for the successful management of 
the province.

Believed His Influence W ith Cuban 
Rebel* Is Ended. 
London, Jan. 3.—The Havana corre­ 
spondent of The Times, referring to the 
refusal of Genera! Maximo Gomez to 
surrender his arms until an independent 
government is granted, says: "I b ileve 
that the influence of General Gomez 
with the rebels is completely ended.” 
The Tin*?* prints a letter this morn­ 
ing from a “distinguished American 
naval officer,” giving an interesting ac­ 
count of the situation in Havana and 
expressing sincere pity for “the many 
gallant Spanish officer*.” He describes 
the “fatalistic resignation” of the Span­ 
iard* and the riots resulting from the 
dismissal of the Spanish police without 
pay. 
Commenting editorially upon the fore-! 
going letter, its correspondent\s opinion j 
and the transfer of sovereignty iii Cuba 
from Spain to the United States. The j 
Times say*: “Such a trail*!cr was the 1 
best thing that could have lmopeued to j 
the Cubans. For their own sakes it is 
to be hoped that their political education 
will be rapid aud complete, since it is 
certain that the Americans will not tol­ 
erate the impatience of law which a 
long aud demoralizing struggle has en­ 
gendered.” 
Regarding the nonpayment of the po­ 
lice, The Time* says: “ A bankrupt 
generally manages to pay hi* .servants' 
wages. The completeness of the Span­ 
ish downfall is more fully brought home 
to us by these squalid domestic trage­ 
dies than by the greater events of the 
war.”

Mastication is rapidly becoming a lost 
art, and, although we have become 
hardened to the fact that three-fonrtbs 
of the dyspepsia is due to this cause, it 
m ight surprise some of us to know tbat 
the early decay of the teeth aud diseases 
of the gums are occasioned by this same 
lack of maxillary exercise. 
A disease of the gums, called Rigg’s 
disease, which is every day becoming 
more common, is caused almost entirely 
by the want of proper mastication. 
Twenty five years ago this trouble was 
*ot considered of auy importance by 
the dentist on account of its rare occur 
rence. 
Today it is given more care than the 
decay of the teeth, as be is frequently 
consulted by patients who have a full 
set of uaturaJ teeth which are quite loose 
in the jaw. 
Aside from this they are 
sound and healthy, and after a certain 
development in the disease nothing can 
be done to help them. 
By lack of exercise the, blood which 
should nourish both the bones and the 
gums is not carried to the part, nor does 
the blood carry sufficient material to the 
teeth; hence the enamel formed is de­ 
fective, aud early decay results. Fre 
quently, too, the mechanical develop­ 
ment of the jaw is arrested by this same 
want of motion. 
Most of the food among the better 
class of people today is cooked so as to 
require very little mastication, and the 
consequence is that the muscles have 
become flabby, the jaws slender and the 
processes for the attachm ent of the 
muscles 
almost 
obliterated.—Boston 
Globe.

A HEROIC HISTORY. 


T b s S torm y C areer o f th o V ittle I si so d 
o f C est*. 
There are not many islands w ith ft 
more stormy or more heroic history than 
that of Crete. 
In remote antiquity it 
was the redoubtable “ isle of one hun­ 
dred cities” and had on illustrious line 
cf kings, among who were Rhadaman­ 
thos, Minoa and Idom enem 
Tho last 
un tiled led a fleet of 80 ships to assist in 
the conquest of Troy and was the last 
Of w hat we may call the It gendary 
kings. After him a gap of several cen­ 
turies occurs, aud when the record is re­ 
sumed it is no longer fable, but authen­ 
tic history. 
At the time of the Persian invasion 
of Greece the island was populous and 
prosperous. It was divided into several 
independent republica, which, like those 
of peninsular Hellos, were not always 
in peace and friendship w ith each other. 
They kept free from foreign wars, how­ 
ever, except as they volnntarily furnish­ 
ed mercenary troops to whichever side 
would pay the best for them. This was 
done in both the Persian and Pellopon- 
ncsian wars, w hen the Cretan archer* 
were as noted and as dreaded aa those 
of merry England in later days. 
The prowess of the ancient Cretans 
and their insular position kept them * 
free from invasion down almost to the 
Christian era. While the eagles of Rome 
“ flapped wide wings in fiery flight” 
over nearly all else of the known world 
tbat island retained its independence 
Indeed it was only through intestine 
quarrels that- it was at last subdued 
Some 70 years before the Christian era 
Rome took advantage of the prevailing 
discord in Crete to iuvade the island, on 
the pretext that the Cretans had giv< n 
aid and comfort to M ithridates and had 
ill treated some Roman soldiers. The 
first army was repulsed and almost an­ 
nihilated by the Cretans. 
But Rome was determined to achieve 
the conquest if it took tho whole power 
of her empire. 
Army after army was 
scut, and after three years of desperate 
fighting Rome prevailed. 
For the first 
tim e in her history Crete became, in 68 
B. G , subject- to un alien master. From 
that day to the present, for more than 
1900 years, she has been a conquered 
province, ne*, cr once regaining the inde- j 
pendents so long maintained and so ; 
reluctantly relinquished.—New York

Its E xist sine*. 
We first hear of London in any im* j 
portant sense as a city of Roman Brit­ 
ain. The incoming of tho Baron con­ 
querors is followed by nearly 200 years ( 
of unbroken silence, and it is this long 
period which has censed some historians 
to assume, rather than prove, that Ro- j 
man London had altogether ceased to 
exist 
But when the light of history is 
again shed upon this part of the newly 
made England there is much to show 
that Loudon had. to a large extent, pre­ 
served lier independence as a place of 
commerce and civic organization. 
Th# 
Baxon settlements appear all round lier, 
and perhaps the little village of Char­ 
ing, w ithin a mile of ber walls, affords 
the most significant testimony to the 
Baxon settlements round London rather 
than in Loudon. 
The Saxon conquerors appear aa polit­ 
ical masters of London and iutrodue d 
into her municipal life the foiknjw t, 
which originally met in the open air < a 
* piece of land near P aul’s Cross and 
which is perhaps represented by the 
Common hall of the citizens of London 
of the present day; many Teutonic cue 
toms which lie imbedded in tbs munic­ 
ipal usages of m edieval times, man) 
Democratic innovations in municipal 
Institutions which uppear throughout 
the early years of Plnutagenet rule, 
when the “ common people” over aud 
over again asserted their right to tale 
part in the municipal elections aud 
transactions of the day. 
But both the 
settlements round Loudon and the po­ 
litical lordship over London do not ap­ 
pear to have made Loudon a Baxon city 
and its municipal institutions of Saxon 
origin. 
The lex mt rcatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 
out. 
In the court of the merchants there 
were always professional lawyers, aud 
perhaps tho most remarkable survival cd 
Roman institutions in B ritain is tbs 
practice of the old order of sergeants at 
law, who assembled in the nave of the 
old St. P aul’s cathedral, each sergeant 
having been allotted a special pillar in 
the cathedral at his appointment, where 
he ui'-t his clients in legal consultation, 
hearing the facts of the case, taking 
notes of the evidence or pacing up aud 
down. 
This is the exact parallel to tho 
assembling of the Roman jurisperiti at 
early morn in tho forum to consult with 
their clients and cannot be explained 
except by the theory of direct contin© 
twice of practice from Roman tiuiea - 
Contemporary Review.
